U. S. Marines, Prison Guards 
Mobilize Weapons of War to 
Attack Convict-Held Alcatraz

SAN FRANCISCO, May 3 (UP)— Attacking U. S. marines and prison guards mobilized bazooka guns, demoli- 
tion bombs, fragmentation hand grenades and other weapons of war today in an all-out assault against barricaded 
convict insurrectionlst.s battling for the second day in a bloody, futile mutiny at Alcatraz island prison. Fifteen- 
pound "shake" bombs, designed to blow down cement walls, were dispatched to the embattled island on the au- 
thority of Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell, commander of the sixth army. It appeared prison authorities may try to demol- 
ish the cell-block barricade where the stir-maddened desperadoes were holding out with unabated fury. 

With two prison officers killed and 14 
wounded, Warden James A. Johnston urgent- 
ly appealed for and obtained an arsenal of 
the most modern combat equipment The 
U. S. army arsenal at Benicia dispatched the 
following supplies: 

Fifteen "shake" demolition bombs, 15 
pounds each; 100 bazooka projectiles — power- 
ful enough to stop tanks; 1,000 fragmentation 
hand grenades; 720 grenade cartridges; 288 
grenade adapters (for guns), and 300 light 
phosphorus smoke grenades. 

Ijcathernecks from a landing detachment 
of 20 lobbed grenades inside the shell-pocked 
cell block. Teaming with the depleted ranks 
of battle-weary prison guards, they braved a 
cross-fire from the stir-maddened kidnapers 
and robbers to open a blazing offensive aimed 
at suppressing the mutineers. 

Reinforcements were being flown to Alca- 
traz. A justice department spokesman said 
officers were proceeding by air from Leaven- 
worth, Kan., Denver, Colo., and McNeil la- 
land, Wash. They numbered between 20 and 
30.

That'.s 
of the differences. 

Tlie other (llfference. hnwevor. Is more 
significant. The oulslder In this respect hn; 
by far the greater ndvantaRc. And that ad 
vantage Is the fact that he has nolhtni? ti 
lose by coming Into a community, making 
an Impartial survey of one kind or anothc) 
and submitting his recommendations solely 
bn the biwls of best Judgment. When 
IlnlEhed with his work, he collects his fro 
and departs, knowing that no resentful In- 
dividuals or Influences can cut his throat, 
slap hlin under a boycott or knock bis name 
off the Social register. 

When a clamor goes up now and then for 
come outsider to make a thorough Investiga- 
tion of some particular condition. It's quite 
often because those making the de_mand mis- 
trust their own local politicians aiid pressure 
groups. They want the tacUs from someone 
who Is thoroughly qualified, who has no 
terlor purposes, who cannot he intimidated, 
and whose hands are not tied. 

For these reasons, there are times when 
outalde investigators are necessary. Idaho 
could use a number of such experts to good 
advantage. Thorough and Impartial Investi- 
gations of the state's highway, police ahd 
school systems and the administration of its 
various Institutions, to say nothing about pa- 
roles and pardons, would probably open the 
people's eyea.

"ADMISSIONS" OF GUILT 
Bureaucracy, 'as Inrbrmed, freedom-loving 
people well know. Is a vicious Influence, once 
It starts working its way Into a democracy, 
Unfortunately lor the United States, bu- 
reaucracy was well on Its way In this country 
before the war. And because wartime condi- 
tions provide a natural breeding ground for 
«uch an Influence, bureaucracy grew to such 
proportions that It became openly arrogant 
and repulsive as well. 

Once bureaucracy begins to thrive, you 
witness fundamental principles of a demo- 
cracy disintegrating In direct proportion. In- 
stead of being afforded the protection of 
established courts, those who have occasion 
to get at odds with the government are forced 
to »eok Justice at bureaucracy's so-called 
"panels" and "hearings'" In which the gov- 
ernment sits as both Judge and jury. Elective 
officials. It develops, take on the role of pup- 
pets, with the real authority being delegated 
to individuals who never were selected by 
popular vote. 

In recent months, different government 
bureaus, in pressing their Investigations, have 
reaUy stuffed It down the throats of those 
they would brand as violators. 

One cute trick these bureaus have is to 
announce that So and So "admitted" the vio- 
lation, but they do not go on to explain the 
shot-gun tactics used In forcing such "ad- 
missions," The average defendant In such 
cases learns that he can cither "admit" the 
charges and settle on aJ&asls the bureaucrats 
have determined, or submit to some panel 
hearing where the bureau would appoint both 
Judge and Jury— or In other words where the 
defendant could really get the works. 

Some day— It ever these bureaucrats are 
brought under control to the extent that 
they no longer have the people buffaloed— 
we are going to hear some Interesting stories 
about the way some of these bureaus and 
their snoopers have operated.
